PoKTi.ANo, Fib. 7.— The business por- 
tions of the city, including Front, First 
antl all the cross streets, have been the 
aconea of groat activity to-day. In all 
the buildiugs from JIoi risoii to C street, 
tho first lloora were aovored with mud, 
of an average thickness of half an inch. 
Hundreds of men and boys have been 
busily engaged sweeping and scrubbing 
and scraping in order to get the stores 
and offices in shape for the transaction 
of business. The sidewalks, cross-ways 
and wagon-ways leading to the docks 
and wharves are torn up in many places 
and washed away. From Morrison to 
Stark street all tbe first floors are bare, 
but from Stark street to Oak and . 
Pine they are still inundated. Below 
they arc dry agaiu, but the streets are 
not visible at all.

has not admitted vehiclea owing to the 
fact that some boards were torn up by 
tiie drift wood.

The 
iron bridge ia iu aboi* as good oonditiou 
lis it was before the llooil. The docks 
are all solid as far as tbe founda- 
tions are concerned, though some 
of tbe superstructure is damaged. 
None of the steamboats were in- 
jured, and 119 far as known only 
tlic ship Patterdale has suffered. The 
loss of business and the labor of raising 
or removing the stock, of course, \yill 
figure among the losses. Not one of the 
Front street liousea are able this morn- 
ing to state what they will be out by 
reaaon of the Hood, but doubtless the 
auni will average not over §100 to each 
firm. All day long drays and express 
wagons have been hauling stock from 
the warehouses back to the stores from 
which it was taken during the rise. In 
many places on Front street the pave- 
ment has lost its foundations, and con- 
sequently numerous depressions are 
found.

Those who are resisting de.spotism in 
Russia poaaoas the courage of deapair. 
The devotion of the Nihilists to Iho 
cause thoy have espoused is e.Tlraordi- 
nary. Not only do strong men engage 
in desperate enterprises, but weak 
women take their lives in their hands to 
carry out the deadly dosigns of the con- 
apiratora. There arc among these 
Nihilists men, women and boys. Their 
nature seems to be oomplotoly changed 
by the contemplation of the wrongs 
which tho people of Russia are com- 
pelled to endure. People living iu a free 
country like this can hardly iin.agiiie 
circumstances which would iiidiica a 
young girl, delicately nurtured and of 
irreproachable character, iu the ordinary 
setise' of the terms, to ongugo in 
a plot't'o assassinate public olhcials and 
to carry about with her the moans to 
accomplish the deaign of the conspiracy 
when the opportunity oilored. But 
auch women aro found in Russia. Olga 
G(6Ut9|uirtoko:waiiOne;oL then). She is 
described as being nineteen years of 
age and was tho only daughter of the 
director of Goverumont telegraphs at

and plotters? litills and parties and e.\eur 
sionsof pleasure of :on.e: kind or annther 
would, one would think, with Ii"r do- 
meatic duties, occupy the wlioU; of her 
alteution.

Ho made up Ilia mind' 
lo visit tho residence of this .M. An<lriolt' 
to see if his infornntiou was -oriicl. 
Ho concealed liimiiclf in a iihuu.- iioni I . 
which he could soe all who eutorcd and 
left the house. .He saw several persona 
enter, and among them some that were 
under tho survoillance of tho police. 
He deterniineil to arrest the next per- 
son who should ring the bell. Thi» 
per.soii was the young lady we have 
named. He went up to hor and touched 
her arm. Ho had scarcely done so 
when site turned upon him and fired a 
a revolver which she must have held in 
her hand. The ball entered the brain 
of tho otlieor and ho died instantly. 
Dli^H, without a nioment's hesi- 
tation, held the pistol to hor 
own hoad aud fell a corpse across the 
body of the man she had murtloreJ. No 
doubt she hnil made up her mind to do 
thia long before. She knew that escape 
u.is impossible, uml that death was pre- 
leralile to tho treatment she would be 
sure 10 rocuivo at the hands of thoae lo 
whom the admijiistration of the law 
was entrusted. The house in which tlie 
meeting was to be held was', afterwards 
searched by the police, but no - one was 
found tboro. 

The fate of thia uiifoitunato girl will 
not deter others from following her ex- 
ample. There is a fascination .diout 
Nihilism for some Russians — it ia impos 
aible to say how many. They will join tin- 
conspiracy in spite of every ditlicultj' 
aud every restraint, and tliey are ready 
to sacritice their lives in order to accom- 
plish its purposes. Tho organization is 
a wonderful ono, and the resolution and 
fortitude shown by those who belong to 
it are trulv marvellous.

The presoi'viil ion of tho ajitiquc char- 
acter of llio Italian cities seems to b& 
pf Ko iiuK'li loss iniporUinco to thoir 
iuliahitanis tli iii In out-siclei*s tluit it 
is highly probable ibat, if tlio munici- 
pnlilicK only wei'o to bo consulted, tho 
limits of reiiovutioii would bo tho 
ability to raise rnoiioy. The power 
exercised by the ardufoloi^icul au- 
thorivios is npitlicil with as niucli 
energy as disoiijon, and it is 
quite sullieient l a- the ministry 
to bp iiiri)rni('d !•<■ any responsible 
person that a iiu.numont is threat- 
ened to liuve an insi)uctor of untiqui- 
' ties sent to cNamine the case and stop 
■ any injury to it. In this way tlie 
Bcouringof tho sciilpliu-e on tlio Du- 
omo of Florence was stopped on tlio 
warning of Thn Cornhill Magazine, 
to tlio intense iiuli^ iiation of the bour- 
. geois, who hoped to seo tho whole ex- 
terior of tlio church as brij^ht as a 
bride cake. 1 was able in this way to 
sto]) the destruction of the cjuadrivmni 
of Giovanni Pi.-saiio at Rieti, which 
was ill tlic way of widening a street, 
and to stop the renovation of tho puJir 
pit of Donatello at Prato, which was 
already in the bands of the scraper. 

The largo cities have bien for the 
la.st few yea.rs in a fever of svpiitra- 
meiito, opening up— and c(M'tainly in 
BonH> crises it is not only justidablo, 
but demanded by the most imperious 
fiaiiitary con.siderations. In Naples, 
for iiislaiice. it can hardly be carried 
too far, as in the architecture of that 
city there is almost nothing worth 
preserving; but the fever has spread 
iry, .tp'j-JVenice and Florence, where im- 
mense injury might be caused by tho 
operations of a modern engineer. 

The ))laiis in Venice inchidu a broad 
street fn jmi the I'ai 1 way si at ion to the Pi- 
nzzaS. .Mai'ci), and the demolition of all 
the pietui i .sijiH." b;i\ a from the IJivadel 
yduavoni to the public pai'dens, and the 
; construction of liia^ iiioch'rii buildiiig.s 
along the whole line. 'J'iie latterjiarl 
of tlie project brought the wiiole body 
of artists, Italian and foreign, up in 
prote.'-l, and, as without its drtistic at- 
tracfiiins N'eiiico would be in a more 
inisei-able state than it is now, the 
clamor raised in behalf of this rem- 
nant of the old X'cnice which furnishes 
half (he pictures painted there, stopped 
the ineasurt; in tlie council after it 

■ •' ^ had gone through the giunta, or grand 
■' committee; but tlie otlier, for the wide 

street, passed without s(>rious opjiosi- 
tiou. 

It will be a satisfaction to us to 
know that the ri^dvernnieiit refuses its 
consent til Ibis invasion on tho uiii(iue 
cliaraclei' of the i-ily. Venice needs 
no sveiitr.mieiilo. but it would bo tho 
bcttei- for a liuli^ cli'.iniiig in some of 
its historical iii'cincis, such as tho 
court of the lioii.se of Marco Polo, and 
the covered way that ;.;ives access to it 
from (lie canal, which is generally in 
a pestilential stale. Jjiit any deinoli- 
limi, except l'(]i' iiislabilily, would be 
sat'i'ile;^-e. 

.\s to Morence, one is apprehensive 
of the eli'ecls of any (ouch on its time 
honored walls. Kut neither .sea air 
nor sea tide iloe.s fur it what it does for 
Venice, and the lepdency to typhoid, 
whidh lias cnused trouble to its sani 
tary autlioritiesuiid loss to its finances, 
demands x\w adoption of measures to 
prevent il.

GAME PRESERVATION?. 

To THE Editor: — I lun miioli inter- 
ested in Boiiio of your recunt correspou- 
denoo, iu oonuectiou with ganio prosor- 
vation. "Cheo Clmko's" propoaitious 
are a step ia the right diructiou, but he 
does not %o far enough. Instead of 
mulcting viiitors in a heavy Bporting 
license we should be prcpurcd to lighten 
our own purses. Visitora would, I tliink, 
look upon us as a rather miserly ooiii- 
muiiity, if wo enforced our giiiiie laws 
by moans of tho inoiioy extracted 
from their pockets in lliv shape 
of a heavy liceiiso, wliile we Is- 
lander! enjoyed tho oiiliaiiuud spcut 
duty free. iWe are beginning at the 
wrong Rud of tho stick; wo should look 
at home for the remedy which shall pfe- 
serve for us in perpetuity the game which 
forms one of the principal attraclitons 
of our island. Let us hegiu 
with our game birds, birds iiuligeiuiua 
to the soil, willow, and blue grouse. 
Tliere arc a great number of s])ort8nien 
ou tlio ialanif who never shoot out of 
.scaaou, and who would scorn to shoot a 
bird sitting in a tree, their idea is to 
match their skill and cunning, with that 
of the bird. They like>to see the bird 
do bis best-ib escape and then to do 
their brat to \kno()kWt him over, not for 
tbc('i>l«iui^nf*cifi'^thijrlliini, but for the 
lows a quick difli 
cult shot, where eye, finger and gun 
must abt as'one waobhie for compassing 
tho end in view. The' true sporlsinaii 
doGs'not consider a bird sitting in a tree 
as a bird doing his best to escape, and 
ihereforo will not shoot at hiin. Now, 
who are tliey thut do this aittiiin shot 
busiiie.ss! Cliietly aiimll boys who, liiiv- 
iug been imprudently armed with 
11 gun by thoughtless piiiouts, ihink 
theiuselvos ncooiii])li.slied aport.siiu'ii 
because they have murdered two or three 
grouso sitting in a tree I forgetting that 
tho hitting of a lirick-biit on top of » 
stump re(iuircs an equal anuiunt of .skill, 
now, us these small boy.s are li^giou dur- 
ing tho sliooting seusoii, it follows tllllt 
an imiiieiise niiiount of giiinc ii: killetl 
every aeason iu an uus]K)rtaMiau-liUe 
untl miserably unfair manner, tlie jioor 
bird stands no elui.neo wliatever. If 
]mrents, uilniiriiig the ])iecoeity of llieir 
small boys, wIkIi them to leaiii tlic art 
of bitting aonietliiiit; iu u tree with a 
oliai'go of shot, the ic^ull can readily lie 
arrived at by sending each one of llieiii 
iilouc into the f(ire.st with a briek-liat in 
Ilia pocket, tlu'.s he can put on top of a 
stump and blaze away until the leipiiaite 
amount of precision has liceii at- 
tained; the juvenile Hportiiig iiiiiials 
of this province are autllcicutly 
sad to prove amply the folly of allowing 
several lioys lo go oul slmoliiig to- 
gether. Duriug last year I laid uiuisiial 
opjjortunity for observing tho desLruction 
of game out of season ; such game of 
course was not exposed for sale iu the 
butchers' shops, but it was either eaten 
or disposed of in some way satisfactory 
to the killer, and it is a wonder to me 
thut there is any game of any kind left 
in the inhabited part of the i.shuid. .And 
now, . let mo turn to deer shooting. 
The true sportsman never kills a deer 
for the sake of eating or selling liim ; be 
:loes it as a means of healthful cKercise 
and to satisfy himself of his skill with a 
bullet, and yet I will venture to 
aasort that 90 - ^ler cent, of : all 
the deer' killed in Vancouver Island 
are slaughtered - for - the -.sake of. 'toe 
few dollars that may be made -out of 
their llesli, and often for thi hide or 
horns alone. If a itian kills deer on his 
own property, for his own use or tlmt 
of his friends during open season, he 
cannot very, well be,.blAmed if he makes 
'a few dollars by sale pf meat, hide and 
hums; the assumption is that with an 
eye to future profit he will take care 
not to exterminate his game. But no 
man should be allowed to kill game of 
any kind, for sile, upon government 
lauds, by bo doing he is working an in- 
jury to the public, who are the owners 
of such lands and of the game thereon; 
if any man by shooting or otherwise 
makes money upon ])ublic property, the 
public ought to have a share in the ])ro- 
oeedi. Almost eveiw farmer in the 
country carries a gun for shooting deer 
but few of them are .satistieil with tin 
deadly weapon, they niuat needs call ii 
tho services of dogs to cliase lb 
deer, taking up a position wliicl 
experience has taught them the 
terrihed animals will most likely jia-ss 
uud enable them with the siiialleMt pos- 
sible trouble to tliein.'ielvi^s to uuiider 
the poor brute at short range. This 
contemptible style of shootiiig ( I won't 
call it sport) should be put a stop to 
once for all. I have heard from some 
of the b«at authorities in the States that 
when does after being heated by a hard 
run are driven into tho water, they 
almost invariably die shortly aflei 
without any further assistance from th 
dog or his master; the does therefor 
which are most in need of protection are 
the priucipal eufiTercrs by this stupid 
hounding system. Good sport 
doubt, attracts wealthy visitors who 
spend their ^ money freely, and if we 
take tih^e by 'the foredock'now we may 
yet save our game, and induce many 
who now ^o to the United States to 
como here instead, for of a surety game 
in the States, through lack of prcserva 
tion, will soon become a thing of the 
past. I have been told (perhaps wrong 
ly) that there is no law which can pun 
ish an Indian for shooting out of season 
— is this 10 ? If it is, I must say that I 
can see no reason why these idle vaga- 
bonds should be allowed the privilege of 
ettinn food for nothing, when it is dt 
led to the white man. 
I believe that every would-be s]>oi ts 
man .should lie compelled to take out i 
licenie of 10 for each .-ibooting seiison 
I'tmt no man shouhl be allowed to kill 
game for sale, uiiles-i upon his own pri- 
vate property. That trespassing in pur- 
suit of g&m» upon another iiiau's jii ope'r- 
ty, fenced or not, shonlil la; seveiely 
piinisilied. That the export ol g.ime 
should bu forliidilen. That the liouiidiiig 
f deer should ho prohibited under a 
peimlty not less than .^100, and the de- 
lion of lings so engitgeil. That 
every justice of the jieaec; shcuild lie al- 
lowed lo appoint a cotistabli'Mit his own 
cbooi^jim, wliose chief duty slioulil bellie 
protection of game in his par- 
ticular district. Thut every jus- 
tice or constable found gnilty 
of condoning olfeuces against tie giime 
"aw« should be most severely punisbed 
by fine. That tho '-evenue deviveil from 
licomies, lines, etc., be devoted to the 
payment of 'special constables for 
the ]ircSCrviltion of game, (the 
constable in all cases receiving 
half the tine, upon conviction of oll'eml- 
era arrested by him), for the importa- 
tion and breeding of foreign game 
Ltrd^; ,aii(} should. there be any surplus 
after, tbo'abpye requirements have been 
satisfied, doliatlbns might bo made to 
gnu clubs, to assist them iu securing 
grounds for public competitions with 
clay pii;cons, glass balls, etc., and in 
these olubs juvonilo sportsmen may ]>er- 
hups attain to a proficiency which will 
enable them to dispense with tho sitting 
shot system.
